PARTIES AND ISSUES. 


A political party is judged by the 


character of the government for which 
it is responsible. If the principles which 
it advances and its acts promote the 
good of the whole people it is the party 
which should control the government. 
That the people may know the different 
plans of the two great political parties 
each should have definite platform, 
principles for which to contend. 


Tariff and currency will, according to 


present appearances, be the two great 
issues in the next Presidential campaign. 
How do the respective parties stand? 
On the Republican side all is uncertain- 
ty. Their latest expression, the declara- 
tion of the Iowa Republicans, drafted 
by Senator Allison, is a reaffirmation of 
the straddle made by the convention at 
Cleveland. 
The New York 
Tribune 


recently assured its readers that Repub- 
licans did not know what their opinions 
were. The Cleveland Convention locked 
its lips with a subterfuge. No leading 
candidate of that party for the Presi- 
dential nomination has spoken clearly 
and unambiguously on either of these 
great questions. 


On the Democratic side no such con- 


dition prevails. The party occupies a 
position of strength. It stands on a 
definite policy commended by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of the Treasury 
that is sound and Democratic. It has 
taken a stand for sound, safe money. 
Its present embarrassments will sur- 
render to the substantial 
principles 


which the party represents. 


On the tariff question one Republican 


faction demands a restoration of the 
highest protection; another thinks that 
the tariff issue is a safe one to let alone;

SOMETHING A1IOCT THE AIAIS-HOCSE. 


Last Wednesday morning, bright and 


early, we received, by the hand of the 
Matron cf the Alms-house, a paper on 
which there were certain figures. We, 
of cou^ie, publish them, if it is desired, 
but fail to see how they apply to the 
broken promises of which we spoke in 
last week's issue. 


"Potatoes, 200 bu., last year 175 bu.; 


oats, this summer 558 bu., last year 367 
bu.; bay, 125, loads—sold 47j tons, last 
year "2 loads." 


Mr. Fanebaker does not mention the 


number of acres in each of these crops 
nor does he state the relative yields. If 
any explanation were required to be 
made of above figures we might remind 
the Steward that the good hay vield is 
due to the seeding done by the former 
officials, and that the present adminis- 
tration had nothing to do with it but 
cut it. We might say also that the 
manner of cutting this crop was an evi- 
dence of the poorest kind of farming. 
During hay making there were fifteen 
acres of grass down at one time. About 
eight acres had been cut and made ready 
to take in, but instead of doing that Mr. 
Panebaker sent the hands out to cut 
down seven acres more, and the out- 
come of it was that the whole lot was 
very much injured by the rain which 
followed. 
Certainly good farmers do 


not make hay in this manner, and Mr. 
Pantbaker can not claim much credit 
for the good crop. 


Upon inquiring we find that exactly 


twice as much land was put out in oats 
this year as last. Coupling this fact 
with the unusually good yield this year 
we come to the conclusion that the oats 
farming this year was not as good as 
last, even though the figures are larger. 


When the Matron presented us with 


the above paper she had with her also a 
pwt of a loaf of bread which she desired 
o» to inspect. It was. in so far as we 
saw, good bread but just why she pre- 
sented it to us we do not know. We 
did not know anything about the Alms- 
house bread and did not, therefore, say 
any thing about it. Since then, however, 
we have discovered that, except within 
the last few weeks, the bread has been 
very carelessly made. It is known that 
some of the people from the institution 
bare bought bread from a baker whose 
wagon goec out that way.

WAS NOT THE "STAR" WRONG LAST 


IVEEK ? 


It is to he regretted that the Star and 


Sentinel would make It appear that 
politics have entered into the adminis- 
tration of our public school affairs. 
Politics have not had, do not now have, 
and ought never to have any part iu the 
consideration of questions which, even in 
the least degree, effect the relation of 
teacher and scholar. 


One public school system is, like our 


trial by jury, held to be an institution 
too sacred to be influenced by any other 
consideration than justice and purity. 
Men are chosen to do jury duty, not be- 
cause of their political affiliation, but 
because of their fitness to judge of 
causes. A jury is an institution of the 
people, not of the Court. It is responsi- 
ble rather to the community than to the 
officials by whom it 
was selected. 


Should any politics enter into this selec- 
tion or into the juries' verdicts justice 
would not only be imperfectly, but also 
corruptly, administered. 


It is so with our public schools. They 


are an institution of the people and to 
the community teachers are responsible. 
Their selection by the Board of Direc- 
tors is but a ratification of the system 
by which teachers have always been 
selected. Their appointment is made 
because of their usefulness and because 
of the preparation which they have 
made. It would be eminently wrong to 
consider them by their politics. Prepa- 
ration and ability give the teacher a 
right, under a wise provision, to apply 
for and to teach in our public schools, 
irrespective of his or her political faith. 


Purity and fairness in our public edu- 


cational institutions is as important as 
the unbiased administration of justice. 
Politics must be kept out of both. 


A Kepublican Board of Commission- 


ers, immediately upon its taking office, 
appoints a Republican janitor to take 
care of the Court-house. A Republican 
Court, upon its installation, appoints a 
Republican crier and a messenger, de- 
posing oftentimes the best of officers. 


It is absurd to ask the question—Does 


a janitor effect the dispensation of jus- 
tice? Certainly not, and therefor no 
exception is taken to the new appoint- 
ment. Does the relation of the janitor 
to the business of the Court differ in 
any way from the relation of a janitor 
to the cause of public education ? How 
can the selection of a janitor introduce 
polities in the public school if the ap- 
pointment of a janitor does not likewise 
introduce politics intoa Court of justice? 
The?e questions are well-nigh ridiculous,

Apply Lime in the Fall. 


It i* a Soil-Enrioher ami Tills is the Time 


to V»e It—Makes Heavy Soils Lighter. 


The best period of the year for the 


application of lime to the soil is in 
the fall. Lime is a plant food, and is 
essential, and while it exists to a more 
or less entent in all soils, yet it proves 
beneficial on both heavy and light lands, 
assisting to render heavy soils lighter 
and light soils heavier. It does' not 
take the place of phosphates, nor can it 
ba substituted for wood ashes, which 
contain potash and phosphoric acid from 
the soil by inducing chemical processes 
by which the insoluble matter of the 
soil is changed in composition, thereby 
becoming of a condition which permits 
of the use of such foods by plants. The 
Mnall cost of lime, and it lasting effects 
in the soil, should stimulate farmers to 
use it more liberal!) than is done, and 
as it benefits nearly all kinds of crops 
and injures no soils, its use is one that 
results in benefit, and especially when 
applied on soils intended for crops that 
have an abundance of lime in their com- 
position. 


The tendency of lime is to work down 


into the soil, every rain carrying it 
deeper. Lime that is recently soaked 
is a hydrate, and is easily diffused by 
the rains, but after exposure in the soil 
it reverts to its original condition of 
carbonate, being then again insoluble. 
During these changes, when losing its 
characteristic as a hydrate to become a 
carbonate, it compels other substances 
in the soil to change their forms also. 
When stone lime is burnt, in order to 
produce lime, the carbonic acid is driven 
off, and lime is the result. When the 
lime absorbs moisture from the air (air- 
slacking) it combines chemically with 
the water, forming a hydrate. In this 
condition it is applied to the soil. But 
the lime will not remain a hydrate, pre- 
ferring to again become a carbonate, 
and it is this desire (or affinity) to com- 
bine with carbonic acid that prompts it 
to force the chemical changes in the 
soi! which release plant food existing in 
the soil, but which plants cannot reduce. 


It requires quite a time for lime to 


complete its work in the soil. Applied 
in the fall it will, with the aid of the 
frost, have the land in excellent con- 
dition by spring, especially if the lime 
is broadcasted over the surface of the 
soil after a green crop has been turned 
under. It is more serviceable when 
used in connection with green mannrial 
crops than under any other conditions. 
On light, sandy soils it always gives ex- 
cellent results, permitting of the grow- 
ing of clover on soils that usually give 
but small crops, and on heavy soils 
the land is made more friable and less 
tenacious. Some faroners apply lime 
once in three or four years.. It is better 
to apply forty bushels per acre in the 
fall and ten bushels every year there- 
after than to omit it at any time, as the 
most benefit, from lime is when it is in 
the condition of a hydrate. — Philti

There is no known process by which 


eggs can be kept absolutely as good as 
when they are lirst laid. So far as is at 
present known, cold storage is the best 
way to keep them a long time, but the 
best of these do not bring the price that 
fresh eggs do, because they are not as 
i;ood for any purpose. 


The lime process is probably the best 


one that can be nsed under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. After the eggs are placed 
in the solution keep them in a cool place 
until they are to be taken out to be used. 


The following is the formula for this 


method: 


Take :!4 gallons of water, 2 pounds of 


unslacked lime and t pounds of salt, or 
in that proportion, according to the 
quantity of eggs to be preserved. Stir 
several times daily and then let stand 
until the liquor has settled and is per- 
fectly clear. Draw or carefully dip off 
the clear liquid, leaving the sediment at 
the bottom. 


Take for the above amount of liquid 5 


ounces each of baking soda, cream of 
tartar, saltpeter and borax and an ounce 
of alum. Pulverize and mix these and 
dissolve in a gallon of boiling water, and 
add to the mixture about 20 gallons of 
pure limewater. This will about fill a 
cider barrel. Put the eggs in carefully, 
so as not to crack any of the shells, let- 
ting the water always stand an inch 
above the eggs, which can be done by 
placing a barrel head a little smaller up- 
on them and weighting it. Thisamount 
of liquid will preserve 350 dozen eggs. 
It is not necessary to wait to get a full 
barrel or smaller package of eggs, but 
they can be put in at any time that they 
can be obtained fresh. The same liquid 
should be used only once.
